A Paper JJousc. 


New York Sim: One of the most 


interesting objects offered to public 
inspection at the Sidney international 
exhibition was a dwelling house exclu- 
sively made ot paper, and furnished 
throughout with articles manufactured 
from the same material. Walls, roof, 
floorings and staircases alike consisted 
of carton-pierrc ; the carpets and cur- 
tains, bedsteads, lamp, sheets and coun- 
terpanes, towels, tool jack s, baths, kitch- 
en utensils, etc., were one and all prep- 
aratioua of papier-mache, as were the 
very stoves used for heating the rooms, 
in which large fires were kept burning 
daily throughout the duration of the 
exhibition. 
Several banquets were 


given in the paper house by its owners 
to tbe commissioners, members of the 
press, and foreigners of distinction. 
All tbe plates ,and dishes, knives and 
forks, bottles and drinking vessels used 
at the entertainments were fabricated 
entirely and solely out of paper. Should 
these paper buildings come into vogue 
they may be expected to superinduce 
some striking changes in the rates of 
insurance, at present calculated upon 
a basis of bricks and mortar. 


THE STORM KING. 


Most Violent Storm Ever 


Known in Europe. 


Congressional Proceedings. 


LONDON, January [20.—The great 


suow storm which has almost placed 
the ULiledJKingdom under a complete 
embargo is'general throughout Europe. 
Communication between London, Paris, 
Brussels and Amsterdam is entirely 
stopped. The gale has somewhat aba- 
ted, but its force is etill great. The 
overflow of the Thames- has done im- 
mense damage. 
Traffic in London is 


almost entirely suspended. There are 
distressing reports of wrecks along the 
coast, where the sea is so high as al- 
most to preclude assistance being ren- 
dered by the Coast Guards. There is 
no record of so severe a storm. 


A violent storm is raging over the 


Mediterranean. 
The 
Gaudalquiver 


river, in Spain, haa risen 24 feet. 


With a partial restoration of the 


telegraph wires prostrated by the storm 
in England, instances of persons being 
overwhelmed by the snow and frozen to 


directors propose to issue an additional 
capital of (40,000,000 to be added to 
the existing capital of $10,000,000 of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
which 140,000,000 additional capital is 
to be distributed in shares without sny 
cash being paid in return for such 
shares.

A. M. Sullivan, M. P., also 
of counsel for the defense, followed on 
behalf of P. Egan. He drew a picture 
of the harsh laws passed since tbe 
union and of the sufferings of the fam- 
ine. Some of the audience wept. 
He 


called upon the jury to acquit tho 
Traversers and thereby condemn tbe 
so-called liberal ministers who had been 
hounded on by the London press. The 
nourt-room was crowded with specta 
tors. 


Mr. Sullivan appealed to the jury 


not to incur the obloqny that Gladstone 
asked them at the time when he was 
preparing the measures of land reform 
to obtain lor himself fresh glory and 
power. At the close of the speech the 
audience 'cheered loudly, and a lady 
threw a boqnet to Mr. Sullivan. 


Mr. Heron, replying for the Crown, 


said that the jury had to decide that 
Socialism should not obtain a footing in 
Western Europe, and asserted that the 
Traversers had perpetrated sedition and 
murder. The court adjourned. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—The 
'Hints 


says: The plaintiff in the case of Mr. 
Rufus Hatch is owner of 100 shares of 
the American Union Company's stock, 
and the suit is in behalf of himself and 
all the other stockholders of the Amer- 
ican Union Company, wbo may come in 
and claim the benefit sought to be pro- 
oured by its means; that is, tbe pre- 
venting of the consolidation of the three 
telegraph companies. Mr. Hatch says 
in his complaint, that the American 
Union Telegraph Company was started 
to overcome the monopoly which was 
crested when the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company obtained control of the 
Atlantic & Pacific Company, and to 
bring about a healthy competition which 
inures to the benefit of the commercial 
public. He says that when he became 
a stockholder in the American Union 
he expected to make large profits from 
the patronage which the public gener- 
ally would give it, as an advocate of 
cheap 
telegraphing, and 
that the 


American Union has now by the expen- 
diture of about $19,000,000 procured 
as complete a system of telegraph lines 
and equipments as that which is pos- 
sessed by the Western Union Company, 
whose capital stock of $40,000,000 rep- 
resents the value of its lines and equip- 
ments. With its capital of $10,000,000, 
Mr. Hatch says the American Union 
can earn as much as the Western Union 
with $40,000,000 capital, and that the 
dividends of tbe American Union would, 
therefore, be four times as large as 
those of the Western Union. He al- 
leges that a combination or a conspiracy 
has been entered into between the di- 
rectors of his company and of the other 
companies for the purpose of their own 
gain and emolument, and not for the 
benefit ot the stockholders of those 
companies, to consolidate all linei and 
oompinies and to re-erect a monopoly 
in the telegraph business in the United 
States for that purpose. He says those 


Postoffiees and Post-roads be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of estab- 
lishing a te'cgraphic postal system un- 
der the Government of the United 
States, and also the cost of reproducing 
facilities for transmitting telegraphic 
messages eqnal to those now possessed 
by existing corporations, and as to the 
expense of operating the same with 
power to send for persona and papers 
and report at any time by bill or other- 
wise.

A resolution 
ordering this investigation was present- 
ed by Mr. Edmunds, who supported it 
in a speech, in which he expressed the 
hope that the Senate will subject any 
correspondent who refuses to disclose 
the source from which be obtained the 
documents to imprisonment in jail for 
as long time as he may continne to re- 
fuse to answer the committee's ques- 
tion. The resolution adopted empowers 
the committee to send for person and 
papers.

THE CLASSES. 


He tben sketched the origin of the Irish poo- 


pie in Ihe Druid •. the Qa<;ls of Ireland and Mi- 
lesians, and said that Irishmen were proud of 
their Celtic origin, and would not chance It 
for tbe proudest blood that flowed through 
Saxon veins. There were at pnsmt three 
classes In Ireland. The MUes ana In tbe south 
and west, a hospitable, sincere, manly and elo- 
quent people; the EnglHh, or landlord ele- 
ment; and the Scotch, who came to Ireland 
two centuries ago, and had riven to America 


in as DeWItt Clinton and Andrew 


Ism, of which Parnell Is a type; fourth, brav- 
ery, for no Irishman was ever charted with 
oowardioe; flftb, wit and humor, u revealed 
by Bwlft, Sheridan and Curran. 


In speakinc of the historical side he denoun- 


ced Henry Ward Beecher for oalllng the Euro- 
pean iemfcnat "black vomit," and Emerson 
for eartnf: "The Irish and Germans come over 
In shoals to dig our canals snd manure our 
Held* wtth their bones and leave no further 
trans of themselves." On this. Mr. Pepper 
thus commented: "I pity Beecher and the Fa- 
tmngmersoo, who seem to have forgotten that 
six of the signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence wen Irishmen; that Charles Carroll, 
of Csrrollton, who devoted his princely for- 
tune, and Bobert Morris, who poured out his 
wealth like water to replenish the scanty cof- 
fers of the impoverished colonies, were Irish, 
and that one-third of the soldiers who defend- 
ed New Vork, New Jersey and Massachusetts, 
were Irish." 


THE WRONOf AND WOES OK IRELAND. 
In fervid language tbe lecturer depicted, 


the woes of Ireland. He said: Every 
English writer, including Mr. Froude, sets 
furlh that, if Ireland is unhappy, it it be. 
eaute nf tht natural inferiority of itt 
people. 
We appeal (o the bare facts of 


history against theae prejudices. 
The 


woes of Ireland may be traced, like a 
bleedin g man, by her blood. Iu her suf- 
fering ahe stands alone. Dr. Johnson 
say* Ihe suffering caused by the Ten Per- 
secutions could not be compared to the 
woes experienced by the unfortunate peo- 
ple of tbe Emerald Isle. For 400 years 
tbe Irish people were styled enemies of 
the, English government, and when other 
lives *ere protected by the awful man- 
date "Thou shall Dot kill"

that Henry II. massacred the people be- 
cause they did not want lo be Catholics; 
.that Henry VIII. did the (mine because 
the Irish people didn't want to become 
Protestant-; lhat Oliver Cromwell mur- 
dered them because they didn't want to 
he Puritans. She complains that Queen 
Elizabeth alitughlercil a million nf her 
l«ople lu innke room for her impor- 
tunate courtiers; sbe complaint Jhtit 
Wlllihin III., of Orange, turned out 40,-

plains IhalGeorge II. dinfranchiscdjive- 
sixlha of her populttliou, and that he 
drove 10,000 Irish people to France; sbe 
complains of unjust representation when 
tbe Reform Bill was passed in 18:1), and 
unjust distinction was made agaiust the 
Irish. The speaker said the population 
of England and Wales at that time was 
14,OOU,000 souls-, England then was enti- 
tled to 500 members ut Parliament by the 
passage of the Reform Bill.

She was entitled lo 20:2 mem- 
bers of Parliament, ^he only received 
104. The city of Manchester, England, 
with a population of 31tt,000 has 10,009 
more voters then all Ireland, with her 
population ot 5,000,000.

Pure Air a Vital Necessity. 


There are few bed-rooms in which 


it is perfectly safe to pass the night 
without something more than ordi- 
nary precautions to secure an influx 
of fresh air. 
Every Bleeping apart- 


ment should, of course, have a fire- 
place, with an open chimney, and in 
cold weather -it is well if the grate 
contains a small fire, at least enough 
lo create an up-eaat current and car- 
ry off' the vitiated air of tho room. 
Summer and winter, with or with 
otil (he use of fire, it is well to have 
a fiw ingress for pure air. This 
^lioiiM l>e the ventilator's first con- 
cern. 
Foul air will find an exit if 


pure air i,s admitted in sufficient 
quantity, but it is not certain that 
pure air will be drawn in if the im- 
pure air is drawn away. So far as 
sleeping rooms are concerned, it is 
wise to let in air from without. The 
aim mn?t be to accomplish the ob- 
ject without causing the fall of tem- 
perature or a draught. The win- 
dows may be drawn down an inch 
or two at the top with advantage, 
and a Cold of muslin will form a 
ventilator to take off the feeling of 
draught. This, with an open lire- 
[ilace, will generally suffice, and pro- 
duce no unpleasant consequences 
even \vhen the weather is very cold. 
It is, however, essential that the air 
outside should be pure. Little is 
likely to be gained by letting in fog 
or mist.
